According- 
ly in the early part of 1870a suitable 
site was procured, and the necessary 
buildings erected, nt Port Monmoutb,

In testing their experiments, the Trvlln 
Oceimti was selected as the most uvalble 
for tho purpose intended, and this was 
done at the instance of an experienced 
old fisherman, whose services lu^vesince 
been retained. It was at this per. vl the 
company was formed and known M tho 
American Sardine Company. Tho busi- 
ness, at first conducted on .1 compara- 
tively small scale, has quadrupled itself 
in the short space of throe yearn. The 
demand for these fish has gradually be- 
come so extensive thnt the works of 
tho company now cover an aero of 
ground, nnd give employment lo over 
ono hundred men. Thus ha« an Impor- 
tant American industry grown np in 
our midst, with every promise of nbun- 
dnnt success. Tlio canned ftnh known 
as tbo American sardine affords a dell- 
clous fish for the table, and in regarded 
by epicures as i|iiHn nn good ns and 
far moro delicato than tho imported 
sardine.— Turf, J>\tld and Farm.

have lliem consigned lo oblivion. Ojw 
treason was not the greatest crime tint 
wan committed during the bloody year 
between 1801 and 180.5, and It was no 
alone the perplexities attending th 
conduct of the war that made Mr. Lin 
coin pale and hollow-eyed, and wuicl 
frequently goaded Ifr.'stanton to tin 
verge ot madness.

shortly after llr. Stanton left office. 
The superficial evidence is therefore. 
In favor of the supposition tli.it all 
of those dangerous papers were car- 
ried olT soon after Sir. Stantnnfe exit 
from llie War Department, the confu- 
sion ot an Interregnum teing taken ad- 
vantage of by persons who wert un tlie 
watcli fur a fair opportunity to consign 
to oblivion papers which certain men 
did not wish to sea published. The t'.tct 
that the archives could tkus l« mutila- 
ted indicates that, in some particulars, 
the business ot the War Department ia 
run lu a very loose manner; but It 
ought certainly to be possible for somo 
clue to bo obtained by which the guilty 
parlies can te traced. Presuming that 
the rumored thoft of papers Is true, tiie 
question then arises whether the arch- 
ives of other departments may not have 
been mutilated In a similar manner.

Tor want of sufficient pastures, cnllle 


ami lioises nro often turned into tlit 
mown meadows, or stubbles llmt have 
been seeded with clover. This is, to 
say the least, injudicious

dry weather occms lifter harvest, elm- 
ing which the clover and grass hnvo a 


to maintain their existence 


t'leyoung clover plants especially mifTer 
iiiR from heat and drouth. Possibly fo 
sume weeks tho principal dopemlonee 
of tho meadows for moisture is tin 
nit-liily clews, 
[f the leaves arc allowei 


to bo eaten ofl, this mode of supply IL 
in-rested, by depriving the roots o£ the 
simile which they would hstvo afforded 
Only a weak growth can then be mailo 
ninny plants will bo totally destroyed 
and when the fall rains oucur, followed 
by nightly frosts, the unsheltered roots 
are thrown oii-i by the thousands. A 
promising piece- of your clover may tlnis 
bit completely ruined and tho nox 
year's supply of hay be seriously cur 
tailed. Thu small quantity of fp 
thus gained is dearly purchased. Tho 
life of the meadows is consumed am 
their existence* threatened. Wo aro 
aware of the great temptation there is to 
turn slock on tho aftermath and stub, 
bks, but unless in tho very rnro case* 
where the soil is nch anil tho growth 
too heavy to be eaten nearly bare, it 
would bo a great saving oC niouoy'ln tho 
fncl, to hire pasture, buy fectl, or sol! 
the surplus stock which cannot other- 
wise be fed at home. On many farms, 
had this course been adopted for one 
season, the resources for. feeding in uf- 
ter years would have been doubled ; but 
by carrying too much stock on the 
Holds during the fall months, they wore 
eaten oft' to closely to stand the wlntei 
anil were too seriously injured to fully 
lecovcr. It Is becoming more appurent 
each year, that more stock must be fed 
on Eastern farms, nay on many Went- 
t-rn farms too, or their fertility can not 
be maintained ; but it is bail policy to 
keep too many at the commencement, 
before the means of feeding have be- 
come equal to the demand. It is tomo- 
tliine like a man living upon his capi- 
t.il, instead of upon the interest of it 
ouch year; in tho ono cane, he beu 
poorer by mere.illjndged use of his 
incaus, which, by proper husbanding, 
in the otliei case would keep him by 
its income, and itself remain intact. 


It is a question worth consideration, 


whether it would not lie wise to largely 
reduco pasturing stock; whether mon- 
ey could not be made by selling off in 
tho spring the bulk of tho stool; usually 
pastured, and mowing, or otherwise us- 
insr the land to produce feed tor keep- 
ing stock during the winter, which 
should bo purchased iu the fall, by 
which means more manure would be 
made, the difference in the value of tho 
stock nt these different seasons! saved, 
and all temptation to pasture mowing 
lands, or young grass or clover fields, 
removed.—American Ayricultiirht. 


vsx or MUCK. 


Farmi-i-3 on small whe.it farms, often 


find it difficult lo keep up tho fertility 
of the soil, -not being able to koop 
enough stock to make manure. 
Thoso 


same farmers buy costly and sometimes 
useless artificial manures, littlo think- 
ing that the muck of their swamps and 
riverbeds, if judiciously applied, would 
greatly add to tho fertility of the soil. 
1 tried throe experiments with it last 
season, on throe iliflerout crops—clovor, 
wheat, and potatoes—on throe different 
kinds of soil. The clovor grew on 
lic'.t sandy loam. The field WHS Sum- 


• mor-fallowed for wheat, two seasons he- 


fore, and received a heavy coat of barn- 
yard manure. Last Spring I picked 
out tho poorest strip in the field, and 
top-dressed it with muck at tho rate of 
forty loads to tha acre. The result was 
wonderful. That strip, in comparison 
to the rest of tho field, yielded ono ton 
m.ire to the acre. The wheat grew ou 
it gravelly loam. The fluid was pre- 
pared in a Summer fallow the year be- 
fo.-e, and received a heavy dressing of 
barn-yaul manure-all except halt an 
acre, on which twenty loads of muck 
were spread. Tho straw on this spot 
grew stronger and healthier than on 
any other part of the Held, 1 had no 
chance of comparing the grain. Tho 
potatoes were planted on a dry, lime- 
stone shale. Those that received muck 
were large and dry, with very tew small 
ones, while tho potatoes on the rent of 
the Held were of poor quality nnil too 
small for market purposes. To prepare 
muck properly, it should be hauled out 
of the swamp in the Spring, piled on a 
diy kuoll, and mixed with iillbem) sup- 
ply of lime, ashes, and common unit. 
During the Summer it should be turned 
over three or four times, \intil tho- 
roughly pulverized aud the compost 
completely mixed. Leave it to tho ac- 
tion of tho frost during tho Winter and 
apply to the land in the Spring.' Every 
intelligent farmer knows that tho liquid 
manures are of more value than the 


and that this is more particularly tho 
«aso with timothy. It cut below the 
flrstf joint, its roots will seldom scud 
up shoots again until after tho forma- 
tion of new side bulbs. Clover and 
other deep-rooted plants are not so 
much affected, but wo are satisfied that 
all or any of thorn may bo, and often 
are, injured by too close cutting. It is 
(v fact well known that if timothy is al- 
lowed to rlpoii its seed, and then cut 
with a reaper or cradle, the second 
growth will furnish double tho amount 
of pasture as adjoining grass cut for 
liny.—Journal of the Farm, 


C-'iioj- STATISTICS.—The Agricultu- 


ral Department report for Juno says : 
"Tho statistical returns of corn, com- 
pleted to Juno 1, do not include the 
area and condition, for tho reason it is 
too early, but the. foot notes of corres- 
pondents show that tho planting of 
corn-in most suctions of tho country 
has been much retarded by excessive 
wet aud cold weather, and that the 
post which usually tliiivo In such a sea- 
son, the cut worms, have commenced 
extensive operations and threaten to 
greatly damage the crop."

3 days, and thon wet tho scalp voiy 
thoroughly with it every other night, 
rubbing It In with tho lingers. It will 
stain tho pillows, etc., but it washes 
out easily.

The iisn ot hair restoratives 
containing lead is very dangerous, of- 
ten producing severe headnches, niul 
also affecting the eyes seriously, while 
this remedy cannot injure any one. 


1[OW TO CtATtlFY HOTTEY,— A good 


way to clarify honoy Is to add 2 pounds 
of n mixture of equal parts of honey 
and water, 1 drachm of carbonate of 
magnesia. After shaking occasionally 
1 "fluff n couple of hours, the residue is 
allowed to settle, and the whole filtered, 
when a beautiful clear nitrate is obtain- 
ed, which may be evaporated In a water 
bath to tho proper consistency. The 
only drawback to this method is the 
length of time It takes to filter tho solu- 
tion; and this may bo much abbreviated 
by taking tho same amount of white 
clay instead of magnesia, when a near- 
ly equally good article Is obtained in 
much less time.—J)nujttisls' Circular.
